Beauty Step 


Councilwoman Put 
On Job to Select 
Type of Plantings 
With the planting of the palm 
trees along one mile of the main 
part of Palm Canyon drive com­ 
pleted, thoughts of the city coun­ 
cil are now turning towards fur­ 
ther city beautification—flowers 
about the bases of the trees. 
Authorized at last week’s coun­ 
cil meeting. Mrs. Ruth Hardy, 
councilwoman, w as named to in- 
investigate the types of flowers 
for serviceability, beauty, lasting 
power and other factors which 
would enter into the planting of 
posies along th e sidewalks at 
the bases of the trees. 


MRS. HARDY said yesterday 
that there will probably be a 
committee appointed tomorrow 
evening to handle the program 
and she believed experimentation 
would be carried out this season 
with the possibility of separate 
types of flowers on each block so 
that an adequate comparison 
could be had for permanent 
planting next season and there­ 
after. 
Types of flowers suggested so 
far have been petunias, African 
daisies and lantana. The main 
factor, however, is in the cover­ 
ing of every inch of unpaved 
area about the trees to m ake 
Falm Springs the most beautiful 
town and Palm Canyon drive 
the most beautiful thoroughfare 
In the country. 
IT IS STRESSED that the 
flower planting program will not 
interfere with other civic im ­ 
provement problems and the ex­ 
pense will be slight since merely 
the sowing of seeds is probably 
all that will be required and the 
trees are m aintained anyway by 
regular watering.

Mrs. Hardy presented the idea 
\ t council m eeting at the recom­ 
mendation of the Park and Rec­ 
reation board w hich at the same 
tim e advocated the planting of 
palm seeds at the city disposal 
area for future replacem ents or 
other uses where palm trees will 
be needed in the city's future 
overall plans for beautification. 


THIS PLAN would cut dourn on 
the cost of planting trees in the 
future by virtually supplying its 
own palm trees at no cost except 
for watering a n d moving. 
Committee for the flower pro­ 
gram is expected to be author­ 
ized to act for the council in 
the matter of selection of flower 
types, methods of planting and 
expediency of promoting the pro­ 
gram.

A new method of announcing Palm Springs to the 
metropolitan area of Los Angeles has been devised by 
manager of the chamber of commerce, William Dunkerley, 
with the daily broadcast of the weather commencing yes­ 
terday. 
With a m iniature—but accur­ 
ate—weather station set up at 
his own home, the chamber m an ­ 
ager arranged for the daily re 
ports to be broadcast from KNX 
in Hollywood. 
Arising each morning in order 
to call in the previous day's low 
and high readings to the radio 
station at 5:30 a. m., Dunkerley 
will c o n t i n u e the program 
throughout the season so that 
th people of Los Angeles and 
vicinity will know what type of 
weather the Village is enjoying 
daily. 
It is felt that when the smog 
and drizzle of Los Angeles are 
at their worst the news of su n ­ 
shine and clear weather only 105 
miles away will make the resi­ 
dents of that area "drool” for the 
joys of the desert and hie them ­ 
selves to Palm Springs for Fun 
in the Sun.

Indian Laws 


Councilman Told 
That Last Need 
Approval Obtained 
“We should be hearing any 
minute now that the bill is 
signed,” said Councilman Florian 
Boyd yesterday aflernoon after a 
long distance telephone conver­ 
sation with Secretary of the In­ 
terior Julius A. Krug regarding 
the Indian bill affecting the 
Agua Caliente reservation of 
Palm Springs. 
"The secretary iKrugt told me 
he had sent a very favorable re­ 
port of the president recommend 
ing the immediate signature,” 
Boyd said. This, he explained, 
completes the recommendations 
necessary for normal passage of 
a bill presented to the president 
of the United States, since the 
Department of Justice also gave 
a recommendation. 


IN ANY EVENT, whether the 
president signs it or not. it auto­ 
matically becomes a law next 
Friday, the end of the in days of 
"autom atic approval." The bill 
which provides for an easement 
along the west side of Section 
11 on Indian avenue for widen­ 
ing of that thoroughfare, is avid­ 
ly watched by the city since the 
Indian avenue widening is con­ 
sidered of prime importance to­ 
wards city beautification and 
traffic control. 
Other provisions call tor the 
protection of valid permittees to 
m aintain their existing status 
until December 31, 1950. the pro­ 
tection of the Indians as to their 
rights of inheritance regardless 
of taxation or liens, and il also 
confers on the state of California 
jurisdiction, both civil and crim­ 
inal, on the reservation and the 
residents thereon after January 
1, 1950. 


IT IS THOUGHT by b o t h 
Boyd and Krug that the presi­ 
dent may sign the bill today or 
tomorrow, thus adding presiden­ 
tial dignity to the legislation so 
vital to Palm Springs. 
When actually becoming a law 
it will be the first that has af­ 
fected the local reservation in 40 
years and will mark the first 
successful efforts towards this in 
25 years of attempted legislation.

No Youth Problem 


■ 
Prcatically no juvenile delinquency 
•problem exists in Palm Springs. One of 
‘the principle reasons is the active youth 
organizations—the Boy and Girl Scouts, 
Boys club and the Youth Center. These 
groups are supported largely by public 
subscription and leadership is furnished 
by volunteers: men and women who give 
Jnuch of their time to these important 
character building agencies. 
The B oy S cou t organization here 
serves as a good example. The chairman 
of the district, which includes Desert Hot 
Springs and Cathedral City, is Lloyd 
¡Simon. There are five troops in the area: 
three in Palm Springs, sponsored by the 
¡Rotary club, Community church 
and 
•American Legion: the Desert Hot Springs 
troop is sponsored by the Baptist church 
there and the Cathedral City Scouts are 
Sponsored by the Lions club. The Cub 
Scouts here in the Village are backed 
fcy the local Lions club. These organi­ 
sations have committees which work 
¡with the district council. Included on the 
¡council are such well known citizens as 
Harold Lineau, Carl Lykken, Reg. Jones, 
tMerril Williams, Dr. Wm. Akin, Bob Har- 
‘gis and Paul Summers. 
I 
Mr. Simon points out the need for 
inore men to serve on the council and 
Ithus divide up the work which must be 
■carried on to keep the organization func­ 
tioning effectively. The call is being sent 
out for volunteers. 
One of the leading youth organiza­ 
tions of the country, and international in 
scope, the Boy Scout movement is ack­ 
nowledged to have contributed greatly 
toward keeping down 
juvenile 
delin­ 
quency. We should not be unmindful of 
the advantages which Scouting offers 
the boys of Palm Springs and the sur­ 
rounding area. We must also realize the 
need for adult leadership. It is hoped that 
several men who can devote some time 
to this important work with boys will 
lend their assistance. 
' 
The outstanding accomplishment of 
the District Scout council is the building 
of Camp Emerson at Idyllwild which is 
one of the finest camping and outing 
headquarters of any Scout group in the 
nation. It is available to boys in summer 
and winter. The new building was just 
recently dedicated. 
The Desert Sun believes that our peo­ 
ple here should take an active interest in 
these youth groups in our community 
which are doing so much for our young 
people. We will have more to say about 
the other organizations in the near fu­ 
ture. To all those who are contributing 
their time as well as their money to these 
groups, this newspaper expresses the 
gratitude of the entire community. One 
jeed s only to contemplate what serious 
youth problems we might have were it 
not for the existance of these groups. 


land between Banning and El Paso, Tex., 
wrote that he hoped to see the day when 
some useful and profitable crop could 
be produced without irrigation on those 
millions of arid acres. 
Now comes Dorothy L. Pillsbury, in 
the October issue of The Desert Maga­ 
zine, and says it can, and will be done. 
‘‘The desert ’ horizon may some day be 
sprinkled with yucca farmers,” she said, 
and the yucca fibre from these farms will 
“scatter small industrial plants over the 
Southwest with employment for hun­ 
dreds.” 
“Yucca fibre, laboratory tests prove, is 
tougher than hemp, jute, cotton or silk. It 
could be used for cordage, sacking, furni­ 
ture padding and the caulking of ships,” 
Miss Pillsbury said. And—it is growing 
wild throughout the desert and on hill­ 
sides hereabouts. 
The problem heretofore has been to 
find a method of separating the fiber 
from yucca leaves, quickly and cheaply. 
R. S. Chapman, a 
California 
engineer, 
after years of research and experiments 
and the expenditure of thousands of dol­ 
lars, has perfected a “yucca gun,” which 
shreds the leaves and removes the fibre 
minus the terminal thorns. 
Professor C. W. Botkin of the experi­ 
mental division of New Mexico State col­ 
lege discovered that an average uncujti- 
vated desert acre will yield 227 to 556 
pounds of fiber. “This is a wild harvest 
from land which is good only for scenery 
or scanty grazing. Yucca, it seems, is 
growing everywhere in the desert, even 
on old lava flows where there is practic­ 
ally no soil,” said Miss Pillsbury. 
“It was estimated that there is enough 
yucca growing within reach of transpor­ 
tation to central processing plants to 
make 200 tons of fiber a day for 25 years. 
The best discovery of all was that the 
yucca plant is not killed by harvesting its 
¡eaves. In 21 months it will reproduce 
them, leaf for leaf,” Miss Pillsbury wrote.
